Dear Jack: 


1. I now write to you and, from my point of view, close the 
issue on the matter of "Technical Research Assistance in Planning for New Facilities." 
As you may recall, this was a spontaneously generated activity by this Office and had 
greater significance when it appeared that we were going into a building program at 
Langley. 


2. As you reflected in your memorandum of 13 April to me, 
I also have had my feeling of "unease" with the issue. The one matter that has always 
stuck in my mind, however, is that there does appear to be a definite plan to erect the 
Soviet Embassy on Wisconsin Avenue at an elevation allegedly higher than Langley and 
at a 4.3 line-of-sight mile distance between the two locations. I well remember when 
I was in DD/S&T being aware of much concern in the Government over the “electronic 
flooding" of the U. S. Embassy in Moscow. I do not know what the ultimate diagnosis 
of the problem was but the portents could have been quite drastic. The state of the art 
is now 6 years later, and I believe the erection of the Soviet Embassy is a significant 
development. 


3.  Lagree with you in theory that the expertise to handle the 
problem should be known to us and what is involved here is basically a Support respon- 
sibility. Perhaps the thing to do is merely forward all this material to Oz and ask that

1. Ihave been holding the memorandum to the other Deputies 
for too long intending to talk with you about my unease with it. Given 
the uncertainty of calendars and unavailability off Jand the 
likelihood that I may allow the item to again be submerged, I decided to 
send a note. My uncertainty about the paper results, I believe, from a 
number of considerations: (1) the likelihood that the information about 
intended building in this area will be spread widely in the Agency and 
might even get outside the Agency. All of this before we in fact have an 
approved building program; and (2) the involvement of the other Deputies 
in a field - security ~ which is essentially a Support responsibility. In 
theory we should have the expertise and should know pretty precisely where 
to go elsewhere within the Agency for amplifying or additional technical 
knowledge. 


2. I wonder also since we got a rather positive reaction from 
the Director on new buildings on campus whether it is appropriate to go 
to the Deputies at this time assuming that my other uneasiness is not 


sensible.
